ABOUT MEXICO. 


All Wilson Will Say Return 
from Mobile Is that Enjoyed 
the Trip—Governor of North Caro- 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES} 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 28.—President 
Wilson returned to the capital tonight 
at 10:30 o’clock from Mobile, Ala., and 
motored immediately to the White 
Hotee. He had nothing to say about 
Mexico. 

On account of the many phases of 
the situation that had arisen in his 
absence, the President was unwilling 
to say what would be the next step 
by the United States until he had con- 
ferred with other administration offi- 
clais. When he was asked if the 
United States would announce a new 
course of action to peace in 
Mexico or allow the previous repudia- 
tion of last Sunday’s election to stand 
as his fixed policy, he said: 

“I am not discussing Mexico at pres- 
ent with anybody or commenting on 
the situation there.” 

The President told his friends that 
he rarely had enjoyed a trip as *much 
as he Jid his journey to and from Mo- 
bile. He received such a spontaneous 
welcome everywhere en route that he 
had a pair of weary hands tonight 
which had been pressed by thousands 
@uring the day as his train sped 
through North Carolina and Virginia.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 28.—A threat- 
ened deadlock in the Senate Banking 
and Currency Committee over the 
Proposal to substitute a government- 
Owned central bank for the regional 
reserve bank plan in the administra- 
tion currency bill became apparent 
today, when the committee began 
executive consideration of the meas- 
ure. Discussion was confined to the 
central reserve bank proposal, and 
while no vote was taken, the debate 
disclosed six Senators for the gov- 
ernment-controlied central bank and 
six for the administration regional! 
system. 
The five Republicans on the com- 
mittee, Senators Weeks. McLean, 
Nelson, Crawford and Bristow, ar- 
gued for the central bank. They 
were joined by Senator Hitchcock, 
one of the Democrats, who has op- 
posed the administration bill in many 
of its provisions. Senators Reed and 
O’Gorman, who h&d expressed them- 
selves in favor of the central bank 
plan, swung into line with the other 
for the administration 
plen. 

The vote was delayed until tomor- 
row, and Chairmen Owen at the close 
of the evening's session said that he 
believed the administration bill finai- 
ly would be adopted. 

Both sides have shown a concilia- 
tory disposition,” he said, “and I be- 
lieve the vote tomorrow will dispose 
of the matter to everybody's satisfac- 
tion. The matter will be discussed 
thoroughly before a vote is taken. 
Members of.the committee ex- 
pressed the belief tonight that in

and Wire Company. He remained 
there two years and was made secre- 
tary to William Denvorn, then presi- 
dent of the company. He learned the 
details of the management, and when 
he was 21 years old was made junior 
member of the stock and grain broker- 
age firm of Baldwin, Gurney & Co., 
which dissolved on July 1, 1899. 

After traveling abroad for some 
time he was made secretary and treas- 
urer of the Davenport, Rock Island 
and Northwestern Rallroad, the Oma- 
ha and St. Louis, the Omaha-Kansas 
City and Eastern and the Kansas City 
and Northern, connecting lines. 

He had extensive interests with his 
father in Port Arthur, Tex., where he 
was at one time president of an elec- 
tric ight and pewer company and di- 
rector in numerous banking concerns. 
He was a member of the firm of Har- 
ris, Gates & Co. of New York and 
Chicago, extensive stock, cotton and 
produce brokers.

LAYER KISER 
GOES TO TRIAL. 


IS ACCUSED OF KIIAING WIFE 
AND ALLEGED LOVER. 


Two Step-Children on Stand Tell 
of Accused Having Been Drinking 
and of Quarrels Between Husband 
and Wife—Detectives’ Story of 


Accused of two murders Elijah 
Franklin Kiser, better known as 
Frank Kiser, was placed on trial in 
Judge Willis’s court yesterday, 


charged with killing Harry Sharply, 
his wife’s acknowledged lover. An- 
other complaint on file charges the 
same defendant with the murder of 
his wife. 

The double shooting grew out of the 
alleged relations between Mrs. Kiser 
and Sharply. Investigation showed at 
the time of the tragedy that Kiser, his 
wife and two children by a former 
marriage, Lucille and Ralph,. were 
occupying a small cottage at No. 772 
South Wall street. 

According to Kiser’s story at the 
time, he told Sharply the triangle kind 
of life must stop; that either Sharply 
must agree to support the woman and 
her children or go away. Kiser said 
that Sharply only laughed and that, 
enraged at the sight of the man with 
his arm around his wife, he shot him, 

The story of the case as partially 
developed yesterday by Deputy Dis. 
trict Attorney Keyes did not yield 
the sympatny for the defendant that 
was given last September when 
the shooting took place. Lucille, 13 
years old, testified that her step- 
father had been drinking and was 
quarrelsome and that she saw his re- 
volver. She said that Sharply was 
kind to her and her brother. Ralph, 
9 years old, was also a witness for 
the State. His testimony tended to 
show some of the quarrels between 
Kiser and his wife prior to the shoot- 
ing. 

Detectives who talked with Kiser 
and who made an independent in- 
vestigation gave their version of the 
shooting. They told what Kiser had 
said, but they also said that the man 
had been drinking heavily for days.

The best way to reach your proper destl- 
nation is by not taking the wrong train. 
Or, if you find yourself on the wrong car, 
it ig better to get a transfer than to blunder 
along trusting to that providence said to 
look after sparrows. So if in the treatment 
of crime and criminals we have been going 
on a wrong tack, or if the wind bas 
changed since we first set our sails, let us 
‘port our helms and see whether it is not 
possible to make better progress on a dif- 
ferent course. 7 

The right point to end crime is before it 
begins. Propensity is the mother of mis- 
chief. These sum up the opinions of « 
group of noted sociologists and physicians 
in the city of Boston. Because they aré 
specialists and trained men we need not 
declare them to be wrong. Nor are they 
bound to be infallible. Let us travel'a 
little way, however, with them in their 
special car; let us see how the boat may 
be expected to progress on this different 


Every one admits that ft is better to 
eliminate crime than to punish ft. Preven- 
tion is better than punishment. After a 
man has been sent to jail for the second 
time he seems to acquire the habit, and 
habit is second nature. Let us be honest. 
We don't send criminals repeatedly to the 
lockup for thefr own good, but for our pro- 
tection. 

The new law suggested by these special- 
ists for the State of Massachtsetts is de 
signed to treat law-breaking in the abstract 
to prevent any future mistreating of the 
unfortunate in the concrete. For many of 
those at present locked up in durance vile 
are simply victims of the “Second Com- 
mandment,” for whom the “third degree” 
is not the surest remedy. 

It is easy to record the thumb marks of 
degenerates; it is not so easy to record 
the brain marks of their parents. It was 
easy to let the ships the world go for 
centuries around the rmy Cape Horn; 
it was difficult to cut the Panama Canal. 
So, though it is a long way round to punish 
law breaking by a succession of imprison- 
ments, it is at present the only course open 
to us. The Boston specialists propose to 
cut for us a new Panama Canal—psycho- 
logical instead of material. Whether the; 
attempt will be “a la De Lesseps” or “ac- 
cording to Goethals” depends on whether 


nating facts concerning crime in Massa- 
chusetts. “That at least one-fourth of the 
men in Charlestown State prison ought not 
to be there. . . . Tests proved that 
twenty-four out of a hundred inmates in 
the reformatory at Concord, committed as 
criminals, were defectively delinquent, in- 
capable of responding to correctiona! treat- 
ment. That there are 14,000 feeble-minded 
persons in Massachusetts, all potential | 
criminals, of whom only about 2000 are 
shut up. That until every one of these 
defectives is segregated, society will not 
only remain a prey to crime and criminals, 


From this data it is justifiable to suppose 
that‘ our present system of criminal juris- 
prudence may be on the wrong track. “The 
sins of the fathers are visited on the chil- 
dren to the third and fourth generation.” 
This is a natural and divine law. But man 
can prevent there being any.third or fourth 
generation of undesirables. This cannot 
be done by allowing the imbecile and crim- 
finally tainted to run at large and prop 
agate their species at their own sweet will.
